BOERS GRAB GOLD. 


Seize an Immense Treasure En Route 


From Mines to Cape Town, Said 


to be about $2,500,000 


THE 
SITUATION IS 
VERY STRAINED. 


London, Oct. 4.—The most sensa- 


tional news from South Africa this 
morning is a reiteration of yester- 
day's report of the acquisition by the 
Transvaal authorities of £500,000 in 
gold, which was on the way to Cape 
Town from Johannesburg. The con- 
firmation of the story comes from two 
sources. 
The Cape Argus asserts 


that the Boers made the seizure at 
Vereninging, the amount being the 
week's shipment of gold on the way 
from the rand to Cape Town, and for- 
warded the treasure to Pretoria. 


The report is also confirmed by a 


cablegram received today by a min- 
ing company in London from their 
representative, which is to the effect 
that the train upon which he was 
traveling from Johannesburg to Cape 
Town was held up and looted by 
Boers, who secured £300,000 in gold, 
the amount being considerably less 
than the original estimate. 


NOTHING TANGIBLE. 


There is nothing very tangible in 


today's war news, but the situation 
remains as strained as ever, unless 
hope may be derived from the ap- 
parent fact that the forces on the 
frontier. are regarded by high au- 
thority as wholly defensive for the 
present and from the statement that 
J. H. Hofmeyer, the Afrikander lead- 
er in Cape Colony, is still prepared 
to endeavor to secure the adhesion of 
the Transvaal government to the 
"irreducible minimum" proposed at 
the Blomefontieu conference to Pres- 
ident Kruger by Sir Alfred Milner, 
the British high commissioner, if the 
imperial government will stand by 
the high commissioner's

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 


London, Oct. 4.—A London news 


agency publishes a dispatch from 
Paris saying it is rumored there that 
a semi-official exchange of views is- 
proceeding between Russia, France 
and Germany with reference to the 
Transvaal crisis. 


KRUGER'S FAITH IN GOD. 


ARD8 ARE PLENTIFUL. 


The stock exchange was influenced 


during the opening hours today by 
vague rumors that Queen Victoria 
had cabled President Kruger and 
President Steyn holding out the olive 
branch and by a report that the Boers 
had been defeated in a small engage- 
ment. 


Prices rose, but there was a speedy 


relapse when both stories were dis- 
credited. 


Sir Wm. Vernon-Harcourt, the dis-

and he insists that Great Britain is 
responsible for "slamming the door 
in the face of President Kroger just 
when arrangements were approach- 
ing a settlement" 


SITUATION GRAVE. 


Advices from Cape Town announce 


that General Mr too. Stewart White, 
V. C., who will command the British 
forces in Natal, will proceed to Dur- 
ban today. On his arrival at Cape 
Town he found the situation on the 
Natal border M grave that he wired 
for immediate transportation for him- 
self and staff to Durban, and the 
British second class cruiser Forte was 
placed at his disposal. 


A London news agency publishes 


the following dispatch from Volsk- 
rust, Transvaal, dated Oct. 3: 


"An unconfirmed report is in cir- 


culation here that the time allowed 
the British troop* to withdraw from 
the Transvaal border will expire at 
4 o'clock tomorrow afternoon, and 
that the failure to comply with the 
demand will be considered tanta- 
mount to a declaration of war." 


The British foreign office this after- 


noon assured the Associated Press 
that absolutely nothing was known 
there of any Transvaal demand for 
the withdrawal of the British troops 
from the frontier.

We have not got all we 
wanted, nor all to which we are en- 
titled, but arbitration has resulted 
in giving British Guiana an indis- 
putable title to the northwestern dis- 
trist, where her future lies. Every- 
one will gladly join in the universal 
congratulations to the tribunal upon 
the happy result of difficult and deli- 
ca*e labois." 


The Westminster Gazette says: 
"The result is decidedly satisfac- 


toiy. The contentions of both parties 
have been set aside, but the substan- 
tial point is that Great Britain gets 
more than on various occasions she 
had expressed herself willing to con- 
cede to Venezuela. 
The practical 


feature of the case is that we ht.vu 
substantially succeeded against Ven- 
ezuela, while vastly improving our 
relations with the United States.

JUDGE DAWSON'S LIFE. 


Charles M. Dawson was a native of 
orthern Indiana and practically his 
ntire life had been spent as a citizen 
f Fort Wayne. He had not reached 
n advanced age, but his active life 
if little more than half a century 
ms left its impress upon the profes- 
ional, business and social circles of 
he city in which he lived. 
Judge Dawson was born at Spen- 
:erville, DeKalb county, February 
22, 1848. He was of English descent, 
his ancestors coming to America from 
he north of England in 1085. They 
settled at Dawsonville, Md., where 
some of their descendants have re- 
sided for more than two centuries. 
The grandfather of Judge Dawson 
removed to Dearborn county, Indi- 
ana, in 1798, and here the judge's 
father, Reuben J. Dawson, was born 
in 1811. He came to Fort Wayne in 
1830 and afterwards settled at Spen- 
cerville, DeKalb county, where he re- 
sided until bis death in 1859. 


Judge Dawson's parents were peo- 


ple of much intelligence, culture and 
refinement and the father held many 
offices of prominence and distinction 
in the early history of this section. 
The son was early given such educa- 
tional facilities as were possible at 
home in those days and then entered 
Pennsylvania college, at Gettysburg, 
for a course of three years. He then 
returned to Fort Wayne and became 
cashier of the Merchants' National 
bank. The inclinations of the young 
man were clearly toward the law, 
however, and h* entered the law of- 
fice of Judge John Morris and began 
a course of study. Later he entered 
the law school at Albany, N. Y., from 
which he was graduated with high 
honors in 1877.

For the past 
year, however, his health hat been 
impaired, and it it now evident the 
insidiout malady was slowly creep- 
ing about him long before its pret- 
ence was suspected, and before its 
serious nature was recognised.

Attei bieakfast he joined one of his 
associate officers for a stroll out Con- 
necticut avenue, and on returning, 
pioceeded to the navy department, 
accompanied by Admiral Farquhar, 
the new commander of the north At- 
lantic station, and Captain Lamber- 
ton. his chief of staff, and a Chinese 
body servant. 


Few people weie aware of the ad- 


miial's coming, so there was 
not 


much of a demonstration when he 
entered the department. 


The admiral went to see Secretary 


Long and talk ovei his plans for the 
immediate future, and as to the pres- 
ent Seeietaiy Long promptly gave 
notice that the department was will- 
ing to give him perfect liberty to do 
as he pleased. 


The admiral was, therefore, at his 


instance, detached formally from the 
Olympia after this date. 


He will telegraph the executive of- 


ficer of the ship at Tompkinsville to 
haul down his flag today, and thus 
will terminate his connection with 
the cruiser which for more than two 
years has been his home. 


In accordance with projects already 


planned, the admiral will go to Ver- 
mont Monday as the guest of W. 
Seward Webb at Shelburne 
farms, 


near Burlington. 


After a reception at the state capi- 


tal on the 13th inst.. he will go to 
Boston to attend the reception there 
in his honor on the 14th inst. 


The Olympia will meanwhile have 


arrived at that place, for her orders 
issued today are to proceed at once 
from New York to Boston to be put 
out of commission and be extensively 
repaired. 


After the Boston ceremonies Ad- 


miral Dewey is expected to return to 
Washington to meet his colleagues 
of the Philippine commission. Secre- 
tary Long today said that the ad- 
miral's time piobably would be fully 
occupied in the delibeiations of the 
commission for some months to come 
and meanwhile, in order to leave him 
free for this work, he will not be as- 
signed to any naval duties.

president, Ignacio Andrade. has en- 
gaged passage for himself and fam- 
ily on the Red line steamer Phila- 
delphia, which leaves Guayara on the 
10th for Ponce, Porto Rico, and New 
York. It is generally believed he 
will go to Ponce. If this dispatch is 
authentic, it means that President 
Andrade regards himself defeated 
by the insurgents under General 
Caprio Castro and will leave the 
country to save himself. Later the 
advices received here say that Gen- 
eral Castro and his advance guard 
are at El Valle, which is only three 
miles from Caracas. 


General Castro, however, has de- 


clared against entering the capital, 
as a battle there would entail the loss 
of the lives of many disinterested 
persons. 


He wishes, therefore, to engage the 


government troops just outside the 
city. The latter, however, show no 
disposition to meet the rebels in a 
decisive battle. 


The revolutionary forces have been 


augmented by the followers of Gen. 
Jose Manuel Hernandez, who is now 
in prison in Caracas. Thus far the 
latter have fought independently of 
the Castro forces. 
Gen. Samuel 


Acosta, one of General Hernandez's 
leading officers, has been appointed 
military governor of the state of 
Caraboo, which has fallen into rebel 
hands. 
General Acosta is the per- 


son who killed President Crespo in 
battle. 


There are now said to be nearly 


2,000 political prisoners in Caracas. 


The news of insurgent success, it is 


asserted, has done injury to the 
credit of the present government. A 
local firm received a cable order last 
week from the Venezuelan govern- 
ment for 3,000 rifles, 100,000 cart- 
ridges and one Hotchkiss rapid fir- 
ing gun.

THE TRAIN DISPATCHER. 


Columns of worthy comments have 


bein passed as to the fortitude and 
good judgment of a locomotive engi- 
neer. He deserves it all. His is not 
only a perilous position to fill, but is 
also one which requires acute judg- 
ment 
For the duties he is called 


upon to perform he is neither to be 
envied nor despised. However, there 
is another important factor in safe 
and successful railroading who is too 
frequently overlooked when import- 
ant and technical positions are con- 
sidered, and that is the train dis- 
patcher, says the Railway Journal. 
The safety of not only the passen- 
geis, but also the trainmen as well, 
depends largely upon the adept ness 
and judgment which he exercises in 
tbe fulfillment 
of his duty. 
His 


office is not a sinecure, eithei. It is 
tiresome, tedious and risky. At his 
desk in a cheerless office he sits, and 
with his key handles every train- 
passenger and freight— on his di- 
vision. 
Every train must have a 


place to meet the one coming in the 
opposite direction, and the success- 
ful meeting of those two trains has 
to be provided for by the man at the 
dispatcher's desk. 
"Extras" some- 


times dash out on the track almost 
unheralded; the dispatcher must see 
that the way is clear foi it. Regular 
trains outlines become unavoidably 
delated, and consequently are not at 
thcii regulai switch or passing point 
111 time to meet the other "regular. 
Something must be done to adjust 
the difficulty and avert disaster. This 
tiying task falls to the train dis- 
patcher. His knowledge, quick wits 
and judgment are all brought into 
play at once 
He must act instantly 


or there may be an appalling catas- 
trophe. 
He knows the location of 


evciy moving wheel-on the track of 
his cl'ivision; and whether they are 
on tegular schedule time or not it 
is his trying duty to keep in touch 
with every train in its proper place 
at a certain time. 
If he dots not 


do 4*11 this, and even sometimes more 
peiplcxhig duties the trains would 
soon be all piled up in wrecks along 
the road, ind the railway company 
would be forced to suspend business 
and go into liquidation. 
These are 


* few of the trying positions of tht 
ever-important 
train 
dispatcher. 


Withal hit position is not only quite 
responsible, but is also exceedingly 
trying. Bit lot it far from being an 
easy one, and very few people today 
who enjoy the comforts, conveniences 


railway travel ever reckon how 


much they are indebted to the faith- 
ful and judiciout hand that manipu- 
lates the dispatcher's key for their 
pleasure and safety.

BOERS GRAB GOLD. 


Seize an Immense Treasure En Route 


From Mines to CapeTown, Said 


to be about $2,500,000 


THE 
SITUATION 
IS 
VERY 
STRAINED. 


London, Oct. 4.—The most sensa- 


tional news from South Africa this 
morning is a reiteration of yester- 
day's report of the acquisition by the 
Transvaal authorities of £500,000 in 
gold, which was on the way to Cape 
Town from Johannesburg. The con- 
firmation of the story comes from two 
sources. 
The Cape Argus asserts 


that the Boers made the seizure at 
Vereninging1, the amount being the 
week's shipment of gold on the way 
from the rand to Cape Town, and for- 
warded the treasure to Pretoria. 


The report is also confirmed by a 


cablegram received today by a min- 
ing company in London from their 
representative, which is to the effect 
that the train upon which he was 
traveling from Johannesburg to Cape 
Town was held up and looted by, 
Boers, who secured £300,000 in gold, 
the amount being considerably Jess 
than the original estimate. 


NOTHING TANGIBLE. 


There is nothing very tangible in 


today's war news, but the situation 
remains as strained as. ever, unless 
hope may be derived from the ap- 
parent fact that the forces on the 
frontier.are regarded by high au- 
thority as wholly defensive for the 
present and from the statement that 
J. H. Hofmeyer, the Afrikander lead- 
er in Cape Colony, is still prepared 
to endeavor to secure the adhesion of 
the Transvaal government to the 
"irreducible minimum" proposed at 
the Blomefontlen conference to Pres- 
ident Ki-uger by Sir Alfred Milner, 
the British high commissioner, if the 
imperial government will stand by 
the high commissioner's original 
proposal. 


CANARDS ABE PLENTIFUL. 


The stock exchange was influenced 


during the opening hours today by 
vague rumors that Queen Victoria 
had cabled President Kruger and 
President Steyn holding out the olive 
branch and by a report that the Boers 
had been defeated in a small engage- 
ment. 


Prices rose, but there was a speedy 


relapse when both stories were dis- 
credited. 


Sir Wm. Vernon-Harcouvt, the dis- 


tinguished liberal statesman, mem- 
ber of parliament for West Mon- 
mouthshire, has another slashing at- 
tack in today's papers upon the policy 
of the secretary of state for the colo- 
nies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain. 


He reiterates his original state-

and he insists, that Great' Britain is 
responsible for "slamming tlie door 
in the' face ot President Kruger just 
when arrangements were approach- 
ing a settlement." 


SITUATION GRAVE. 


Advices .'from Cape Town announce 


that General Sir &eo. Stewart White, 
V. C., who will command the British 
forces in Natal, will proceed to Dur- 
ban today. 
On his arrival at Cape 


Town he found the situation on the 
Natal border BO grave that he. wired 
for immediate transportation for him- 
self and staff to Durban, and the 
British second class cruiser Forte was 
placed at his disposal. 


A London news agency publishes 


the following dispatch from Volsk' 
rust, Transvaal, dated Oct. 3: 


"An unconfirmed report Is in cir 


culation here that the time allowed 
the British troops to withdraw from 
the Transvaal border will expire a 
4 o'clock tomorrow afternoon, an< 
that the failure to comply with th 
demand will be considered tanta 
mount to a declaration of war."

The Eminent Jurist Yields to Disease 


at a Time When Hope 


Begun to Rise. 


ELOQUENT TRIBUTES OF

Hon. Charles M. Dnwson, judge of

830 and afterwards settled at Spen- 
jrvillR, DeKalb county, where he re- 


.ded until his death in 1859. 
Judge Dawson's parents were peo- 
le of much intelligence, culture and 
efinement and the father held many 
[fices of prominence and distinction 
i the early history of this section, 
'he son was early given such educa- 
ional facilities as were possible at 
ome in those days and then entered 
'ennsylvania college, at Gettysburg, 


n course of three years. He.then 


e turned to Fort Wayne and became 
ashler of the Merchants' National 
auk. Tho inclinations of the young 
man were clearly toward the law, 
lowever, and he entered the law of- 
ice of Judge John Morris and'begau 
n. course of study. Later he entered 
he law school at Albany, N. Y., from 
Inch he was graduated with high 


honors in 1877. 


Returning 
to Fort Wayne, the 


young attorney at once began the 
practice of his profession, in which 
ie had been singularly successful. 
In 1879 he was appointed prosecut- 
ing attorney by Governor James D. 
Williams and was elected to the same 
office by the people in 1880, 1882 and 
ngain in 1884. 
His administration 


of this office was efficient and fear- 
less. 
He successfully conducted the 


prosecution for murder of McDonald, 
who was hanged in this city in Octo- 
ber, 1883, and also of Boyle 
and 


Snurr, who were sentenced to li£o 
terms in the penitentiary. 


His prominence and ability in the 


legal profession were again recog- 
nized in '1800, when Mr. Dawson 
was elected judge of the 
superior 


court of Alleli county.

he respond to the requirements of 
this important capacity that he was 
re-elected in 1894 and again in 1898 
Death cut short his judicial career 
before the completion of the term foi 
which he was elected. 


Politically, Judge Dawson had al- 


ways been a staunch and consistent 
democrat, but in his nature there was 
nothing of the narrow and bigoted 
partisan. 
He believed implicitly In 


the principles of his party and ad- 
hered to them unfalteringly, but con- 
ceded to others what he claimed for 
himself. Personal acrimony was not 
a..part of Judge Dawsou's political 
creed and his friends were as numer- 
ous in other political parties as in hii 
own. 
He was a fluent and graceful 


speaker and had rendered his party 
valuable aid upon the stump. 


Judge Dawson's family relations 


have been ideal.

'The death of Judge Dawson. though 
not unexpected, will produce n pro- 
pound impression upon the people of 
Vllen county, and 'especially upon 
he people of Fort Wayne. -He was 
universally regarded ns a true and 
lonest man—the noblest work of God. 
le was a true and devoted husband; 
a kind and indulgent parent. 
Few 


people loved, and sought to serve the 
>eople of Allen county with a warmer 
devotion than he, ;'judge Dawson 
was admirably qualified for the high 
and honorable position conferred up- 
on him by the people. As a lawyer 
le was well read and able; he was 
singularly straightforward, so much 
so that he was rarely misunderstood, 
iometimes, as must always be the 
case, he fell Into error, but wns not 
only the first to detect the mistake, 
mt he was always ready to correct it. 
No pride of opinion prevented him 
'rom correcting any error into which 
10 had fallen. He comprehended the 
complicated questions presented to 
him with facility and ease, and never 
feared to do the right. He was a man 
of genuine moral courage, only anx- 
ous that right and justice should be 
done. Judge Dawson was highly es- 
teemed by all, and all will feel and 
lament his loss. It is sad that such 
a man should be tnken from us in 
;he prime and vigor of life." 


Hon. W. G. Colerick said: 
"I 


deeply and sincerely lament the death 
of Judge Dawson, whom I loved ns a 
true and loyal friend, and for his 
many noble and lovable traits of 
character. 
His death, which was 


sudden and unexpected, will cause 
profound sorrow among all classes of 
our people, who have often 
mani- 


fested their admiration for, and confi- 
dence in, him by gratifying all of his 
political aspirations. 
He was a no- 


ble, honest and just judge, n-ho al- 
ways endeavored to discharge his ju- 
dicial duties with fairness and im- 
partiality.

to study law, and after his admis- 
sion to the bar, I saw much of him 
He acted as deputy circuit prosecut- 
ing attorney for a short time before 
he was elected prosecuting attorney 
of the circuit court in 1882, by virtue 
of which office he was prosecuting 
attorney of the criminal court, when 
I was judge of that court. As prose- 
cutor of the pleas of the state, he 
was able and made a brilliant record 
in that office, never surpassed by any 
one holding the office in this part of 


the state. The judge was noted fo 
his kindness of heart and sympathy 
for every one who was in trouble. H< 
was a true friend and a man of mon 
than ordinary ability.

trongly attached to personal friends 
and appreciated deeply their disin- 
ereated devotion to him. He had a 
teen sense of right and justice. The 
incere man had his profound re- 
pect. Cant nnd hypocrisy were ex- 
vemely offensive 
to him. While 


oiistnntly alive to the propensities 
f life, he was restive under what he 
viewed as - undue conventional re- 
traint. His motives were pure, his 
ispiratioiis high and noble. He was 
a good lawyer nnd a painstaking, up- 
•ight judge. He manifested 
gvent 


power as nil ndvocate. His manner 
was direct and simple. His speeches 
mnde in the prosecution of criminal 
cases were most effective and per- 
masive. 'At times he seemed to pro- 
ect a mental force that was irresist- 
ble. Like many other minds, he re- 
quired a powerful exciting cause to 
•evenl his full strength. If he had 
mssessed n power of sustained effort 
equnl to his intellectual faculties, -it 
would be difficult to set limits to hi 


rofessional achievements." 
Lawyer Henry Colerick was badly 


broken up over the death of Judge 
Dawson. 
Between the two men n 


close nnd affectionate friendship had 
endured indissolubly for many years. 
Of the deceased jurist, Mr. Colerick 
liad this to sny: "Judge Dawson 
was the soul of honor. Like a Chev- 
alier Bayard he was without a stain 
and above reproach. He wore the 
lienrt of veal manhood. Brave as a 
lion among the strong and powerful, 
yet with the humble and helpless ns 
gentle and as tender ns a child. He 


is a loving: husband, a wise and 


gentle father, a faithful public offi- 
cer, n loyal friend, a good citizen. 
My opinion of the deceased is bost 
told when I say that for twenty-five 
years he hove my warmest friend- 
ship." 


Samuel L. Morris said: 
"My as- 


sociation, friendship and intercourse 
with Judge Dawson dates from early 
boyhood. 
In youth he wna quick, 


keen, bright and active. 
Endowed 


with a strong, intellectual mind, 


coupled with magnificent strength 
he quickly and thoroughly advaucet 
in his studies, and was early prepared 
for any calling. 
He was always 


both as a man and boy, noted for be- 
ing, manly, frank and fearless. 
He 


wns an open friend, and never a hid- 
den enemy. 
His ability was of the 


highest order, and having all his life 
been an extensive reader, he was well 
equipped for almost any position. As 
a lawyer Judge Dawson was faith- 


ful, 
active and successful. 
As a 


judge he was fearless, impartial and 
swift to discern and decide the right. 
As a result his decisions were rarely 
reversed, and he secured the highest 
regard of nil the members of the bar 
by his satisfactory disposition of 
causes. 
His death will cause great 


sorrow, as the loss will not be easily 
supplied." 


Hon. R. C. Bell said: "I have been 


Intimately acquainted with Judge 
Dawson for almost twenty years. Our 
relations have been most pleasant and 
our friendship warm, interrupted on- 
ly by the natural antagonisms that 
occasionally arise in active contests 
in the courts and at the bar. He was 
a man of broad views and a most lib- 
eral generosity, nnd attracted to him- 
self a large circle of most devoted 
'riends. 
His counsels were sought 


n the varied relations of life. While 
ie possessed and always freely ex- 
pressed strong political convictions, 
ie was tolerant at all times of the 
views of those who differed with him. 
His death will be keenly felt and will 
eave a void hard to fill. His sud- 
den death came to me with a great 
shock, it being so entirely unantici- 
pated.

•enown Judge Dawson during- the 
whole of his professional life.

know of his discouragements in the 
early years of his practice and know 
low bravely he met and triumphed 
iver them.

Columns of worthy comments have 


IH-In poiistd as to the fortitude and 
good judgment of a locomotive engi- 
neer. He deserves it all. His is not 
only a perilous position to fill, but is 
nlso one which requires acute judg- 
ment. 
For the duties he is called 


upon to perform he is neither to be 
envird nor despised. However, there 
Is another important factor in safe 
and successful railroading who is too 
frequently overlooked when import- 
ant and technical positions are con- 
sidered, and that is the train dis- 
patcher, says the Railway Journal. 
The safety of not only the passen- 
gers, but also the trainmen as well, 
depends largely upon the advptuesi* 
and judgment which he exercises in 
tlic fulfillment 
of his duty. 
His 


office is not a sinecure, either. 
It is 


tiresome, tedious and risky. At his 
desk in a cheerless office he sits, and 
with his key handles every train— 
passenger and freight— on his di- 
vision. 
Every train must have a 


place to meet the one coming in the 
opposite direction, and the success- 
ful meeting of those two trains has 
to be provided for by the man at the 
dispatcher's desk. 
"Extras" some- 


times dash out on the track almost 
unheralded; the dispatcher must see 
that the way is clear for it. Regular 
trains a(t times become unavoidably 
delayed, and consequently are not at 
Iliclr regular switch or passing point 
in time to meet the other "regular." 
Something must be done to adjust 
the difficulty and avert disaster. This 
hying task falls to the train dis- 
patcher. His knowledge, quick wits 
nnd judgment are all brought into 
piny r.t once. He must act instantly 
or there may be an appalling catas- 
trophe. 
He knows the location of 


cvevy^ moving wheel'on the track of 
his {ftvision; and whether they are 
011 regular schedule time or not it 
is his trying duty to keep in touch 
with every train in its proper place 
nt a certain time. 
If he does not 


do a1!! this, and even sometimes more 
perplexing- duties the trains would 
soon be all piled up in wrecks along 
the ro.itl, nnd the railway company 
would be forced to suspend business 
and g'o into liquidation.
